The Moratorium on pre-war foreign 
Joan service payments which was on- 
nounced by the Chinese Government 
in January 1939 is still in force but 
on August 13 14st an Important oMcial 
statement was issued re-affirming 
China's Intention to repay the ex- 
.ternal loans and categorically stating 
that the.conclusion of new loans in 
recent years did not in any way pre- 
jucice the security of the pre-war 
loans nor vitiate tho rij;

Tn recent) monthe the Chinecso 
Government hs relternted that 
foreign: capital coming to China 
will be freo from inequitable 
and restrictive legislatlon, and will 
‘be permitted to remit’ overseas a 
Ttasonable return. In July Premier 
Chang Chun replied tn this sense to 
a questionnaire by the United States 
Ambassador and again in August ho 
sald that a procedure was” being 
worked’ out whereby on appropriate 
portion of foreign capital Invested 
in industries might be remitted 
abroad,: Unfortunately no practical 
steps have yet been taken to permit 
reasonable profits, nor even properly 
chargeable forcelyn currency ex- 
penses, to be remitted. In.the elr- 
cumstances it has not been possible 
for our OMfees in China 
tribute towards our dividend. 

Last July we were pleased to wel- 
come Sir Alexander Grantham back

in the Colony. In these and In 
other ways the Colony has gone out 
of. its way to meet China's needs, 

Naturally the Colony ts also doing 
its utmost to lve the Home Govern- 
ment every assistance in thelr finan- 
clat polleies and particularly in’ the 
conservatlon of hard currencies for 
the sterling area pool. The Colony's 
dolinr earning capacity is limited 
but it is trying to reduce the local 
drain on these resources. ‘

Severat new cotton mills are being 
erected or planned and before the 
end of this year it is expected that 
over 50,000 spindles will be installed, 
There has also been progress in 
other directions and sales of in- 
dustrial power by the Electric Light 
Companies are expected before long 
to exceed their pre-war maximum, 
nll of which should improve | the 
financial status of {he Colony. 


NEED FOR AN AIRPORT 


The cxpansion we have seen in 
1947 Jn the use of Hongkong as a 
elvil aviation centre should in duc 
course prove to be another im- 
portant development but this cannot 
progress much further without the 
establishment here of an up-to-date 
irport which unfortunately has not 
yet been approved by the Authori- 
ties at Nome although {{ bs surely 
n project which deserves important 
priority In these days of air travel. 
Our harbour and ‘shiperepairing 
facilities are unequalled in the East 
und brin, useful revenue to, the 
Colony and it.is regrettable that 50 
far little has been done to encourage 
air services to come to Hongkong. 

We expressed satisfaction last year 
with the foreljm trade returns which 
in 10996 totalled about one thousand 
seven hundred million dollars but in 
1947°° the figures came “to two 
thousand seven hundred and sixty 
six millions which- was 02, more 
than the previous year and nearly 
2% times more than 1030. Allowing 
for the higher prices prevailing at 
the’ present time, it will probably be 
found that we are still’ some way off 
the pre-war volume of trade. 


“COLONY SURPLUS FORECAST 


‘The accounts of the Colony are ox- 
ected to show a welcome surplus of

In the meantime the protracted 
delay and the inevitable changes that 
have token place have freafly pres 
judiced the recovery by the Bank of 
debts which were outstanding before 
the Japanese occupation, 


In Singapore the prospect of the 
early removal of the restrictlons has 
been brightened by the publication 
last month of the first instalment of 
the much heralded and Jong awaited 


tllegislation designed to regulate the 


relationship between debtors and 
ereditors In respect of debts incurred 
before and during the occupation. 
The main purport of the proposed 
Islation is to validate in some 
wholly, and In other cases 
partially ‘in accordance with a 
praduated scale, payments made to 
liquidators oppointed by the Japan- 


ese for the liquidntion ‘of British 
banks and those of the Allied 
Powers. : . 

In Hongkong legislation Is 


anxtously awaited, but if the prin- 
ciples of the Singapore Bill are 
applied to Hongkong the result -will 
be the validation against the Bani 
of considerable sums both in genuine 
and. in occupation currency which 
the Bonk never received but which 
were paid to agents of the Japanese 
Occupying Power who were ap- 
pointed to liquidate the Bank and 
contiscated Its funds in direct viola- 
tlon of the accepted principles of 
international law.
